I (b)(6);(b)(7)(C) I was again inter- 
viewed because it was felt that she did not divulge all of the details 
concerning her relationship with the SUBJECT for the past two or three 
years.- Interrogation developed thaf I fhVRVfhV7ur.i I had withheld im- 
portant details - on prior interviews, and a record of sworn statement 
was taken from her, which is attached as Exhibit "A". She stated that 
she had not volunteered all of the information on prior occasions be- 
cause she was afraid of getting innocent people in trouble. 


I fbif6Vfbif7ifci I testified that while residing with her mother in 
Detroit in the early part of 1961, she received a long-distance telephone- 
call from SUBJECT VEEMIGLIO from Hev7 Orleans, Louisana. SUBJECT 
VERMIGLIO a dvised her tha t he was sending a money order toher, using 
the name of I' (b)(6);(b)(7)(C) and rfequested that she purchase an airline 
ticket and join him in New Orleans, Louisa na , immediatelyj that sh’e 
cashed the money order and purchased transportation via American Air- . 
lines during April or May of 1961 and joined the'SUBJECT at the airport 
in Net7 Orleans, Louisana; that she stayed with the SUBJECT in an apart- 
ment at an .address she did not recall for approximately ohe month; that 
she traveled to New York City by train via Chicago, Illinois, with the 
SUBJECT; that upon arrival at New York City, SUBJECT VERMIGLIO made ■ 
arrangeraents to live in a house at Farmingdale, Long Island, Nqw York, 
which was apparently located near Jones Beach on Long Island. Her tes- 
timciny indicates they lived in this house for approximately .one .month. 

In connection with the house in Farmingdale, in an interview on 
May 15, 1963, she gave further information describing this house. It 
is her recollection that she stayed in this house for approximately two 
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months and descrlbed it as a tri-level, wood house which was located 
on a small hill or rise and was.so located that it appeared to be 
higher than the houses surrounding it. It was her recollection that 
the street on which the house was located ran East and "Hest and that 
the house was located on the North side of the street. There was a 
side drive which led into a garage x?hich was part of the b'uildlng. 

Frori the side drive was a staircase leading to the front of the house 
with a wrought-iron railing. She further described the house as 
being painted white on the outside and painted orange on the inside. 

The home was expensively furnished. She also remembered there x?as a 
gas kitchen range and that the houee was situated about the middle o£ 
the biock. She knew that a fire house was not far away because she 
constantly' heard the sirens. Across tlie street, that is.to the South, 
was a low ranch-type brick house. On the East side o£ the home that 
she resided in was a low and longer house with a big tree in the back, 
It was occupied by a raari and wife and at least three children. MRS. 
i fhVRVfhV7ur.i i stated that there was a telephone in the house, which the 
SUBJECT constantly used but which she x?as not permitted to use. It is 
her recollection that there was no telephone nuinber on the telephone. 
She claimed that SUBJECT VEKMIGLIO did not permit her to visit in the 
city or to otherwise make any attempt to contact or talk to any indi- 
viduals. It appears further that SUBJECT VERMIGLIO was apprehiensive
